In the event the identity of additional groups - which may be 
so involved - is ascertained, immediate investigation will bo 
Instituted and informant coverage developed.

The Atlanta Office of the FBI on October 23, 1958, 
received an undressed letter in an envelope which letter was 
captioned "Atlanta Scandal" . The contents of this paper 
purportedly were written by I and states as 

follows: 


"A very disturbing report has come to my desk. Five 
young patriots in the State of Georgia decided that they had 
their stomachs full of Jew-created, Jew-slanted news stories 
concerning what is going on in the world. Two of the worst 
newspapers in the United States are in the City of Atlanta. 

They do not reflect the Southern tradition. It is believed 
by many keen observers that both of these journals are manipulated 
by people who do not have the best interests of the South at 
heart. 


"These five young men, representing a body of 
patriots, decided to picket these newspapers with signs pro- 
testing Jewish influence. They were picked up, railroaded, 
and sentenced to 30 days in jail. I have the names and 
addresses of the young men, but I am not going to give them 
to the public because I do not want them to be the victims of 
increased persecution. It is my understanding that they were 
released under bond and are appealing their cases. We propose 
to go into the matter thoroughly and if the situation is what 
it seems to be, we shall advise our friends to come to their 
aid, comfort and encouragement of these young men who have only 
been denied their civil liberties, but have become the victims 
of Jew-controlled tyranny.

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"Atlanta is a bad city. It has many bad people in 
it. The politicians in that city are inclined to be the pupets 
of the secret Jewish machine. Do not judge the State of Georgia 
by what goes on in the City of Atlanta. The politicians of 
Atlanta have always fought the Talmadges and the people who 
have come to the defense of Southern tradition. Very frequently 
the Negro politicians of Atlanta are under the direct manipula- 
tion of New York Jews as well as Atlanta Jews.

Included in this group of Advisory Board Directors was one

bear Fellow Patriot: 


J nils is an emergency communication to you. I implore you with all the persuasion at my 
command to read it at once and to read it carefully. For the sake of everything we hold dear 
I urge you to read this as carefully as if it were a personal letter sent to you via Air Mail. 


I A state of real emergency exists. And while I do not want to frighten you unnecessarily I 
j must, in all fairness, warn you that you are in danger of arrest right this minute. After I 
j outline the existing emergency I will explain just why you are in danger of arrest. 


i The emergency of which I speak has three main parts. 


j Part 1 - Atlanta, Georgia : As you no doubt know, a Jewish synagogue was “bombed” 

j on Sunday, Oct. 12 in Atlanta, Ga. Probably you have read or heard that five men are being 
j held in jail under charges of being implicated in some way in the “bombing. ” What you pro- 
l bably have not heard is that the police have not one shred of evidence connecting those five 
men with the “bombing. ” They were arrested on suspicion and suspicion only. 

; Why are they under suspicion? Because they read what the Atlanta police and the “Anti-Defa- 
I motion League” call “anti-Semitic” literature - and because they have dared to speak out a- 
I gainst die race- mixing plot and against Zionist intrigue/ 



In other words, they are guilty of trying to find out the truth - and of repeating that truth to 
others! Because of this ‘crime” they are being held in jail without bail and they will be tried 
for a crime they and their families insist they did not and could not have committed. 

WARNING : Every person who receives this letter is just as “guilty” of reading “anti- 
Semitic” literature as are the five men being held in jail in Atlanta, Georgia. Probably most 
of you have also talked with others aoout things you’ve read in THE VIRGINIAN or other pa- 
triotic publications. That means that if a synagogue is “bombed” in your area YOU may be 
arrested on “suspicion” and charged with participating in the bombing! 






I give you my solemn word that there is every indication that the^ Atlanta affair, * If It suc- 
ceeds - will be used to set a pattern, -and if this comes to pass not a patriot who knows even 
the smallest fact about the true nature of the dangers facing America will be safe. Every 
last one of us will be in danger of Jail and trials - which will ruin us socially and financially 
even if we escape imprisonment on trumped up charges. 

This la Part 1 of the emergency. I will return to It in a moment, 

Part 2 - New Jersey: The Christian Education Association reports that the Post Office 
in Union, New Jersey has accepted issue No. 339 of the newspaper Common Sense but refuses 
to mail it out. This is clearly a violation of the rights of the publishers to use the mails. 

The most informed observers say that this shocking, illegal act by the Post Office Depart- 
ment is the beginning of a campaign to bar all patriotic publications of any kind from the malls . 
(Many of you know that various efforts have been made in die past to get bills through Con- 
gress which would bar so-called 'fate” publications from the mails. Such bills have always- 
failed. Now the enemy is striking through execudve order and the courts, just as they did In 
the segregation-integration matter. ) 

The Post Office’s shocking act has to be fought. Common Sense has to hire lawyers and fight 
through die courts to get their rights - at their own expense. 

And make a note of this: If Common Sense loses its fight and thus loses its right to use the 
mails, It will just be a matter of time until THE VIRGINIAN and all other patriotic publica- 
tions are also barred from the malls, If they can kill one publication by keeping It out of the 
mails, they can kill any other publication the same way. 

This is Part 2 of the emergency. More about it in a moment, also. 

Part 3 - Washington D. C. : The Nov. 6 issue of ‘Heritage, ” a Jewish weekly 
newspaper published in Los Angeles, California, reports as follows: 

“Congressman Francis E. Walter, Chairman of the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities, in a letter to the Jewish War Veterens, said that 
If he is in Congress next session, the Committee will take 'appropriate 
action’ in the matter of investigating the financing of hate sheets and hate- ’ 
mongering groups. ” 

You do not need to be told that virtually every patriotic publication In the nation has been 
smeared as a "hate sheet” by such professional 6mear groups as the “Anti-Defamation 
League,” or that virtually every patriotic group in the nadon has been smeared as a “hste- 
mongering group” by the same gang. 

In other words, Co ngre ss man Walter - whom almost all of us have supported and backed - 
has just promised the Je wish War Veterans that he will do all that he can to ruin us.

Do we not all remem* 
ber how Patrick Henry, the tsar lass Voice of Freedom, arose in St John’s church In Rich- 
mond, Virginia, and shouted these Immortal words? 

‘Is life so dear or peace so sweet as to be purchased at the price of chains 
and slavery? Forbid It, Almighty Godl 1 know not what course others may 
take • but as for me, give me liberty or give me death I" 

These were the defiant words of a great Virginian spat Into the face of a bullying king. They 
are the words we here at THE VIRGINIAN'S headquarters shout in the face of the would-be 
tyrants of today. 

We do not have the Immortal Henry's genius, We have not been blessed with Ms God-given 
abilities.

Without your moral, physical and financial support, we cannot fight back. 

Now among those who receive tMs frightening Report there will be some who will weaken, 
some who will feel fear, some who will want no part in the great climactic struggle wMch we 
are facing. 

To those, 1 say tMs: God bless you for what you have done - and God help you In the future, 

If you cannot stand up for what you believe please cancel your subscription to THE VIRGINIAN' 
and go your own way. In the perilous days ahead we do not want to be burdened down by dead 
weigjit, If you are ever going to Mil back for fear of the consequences, please fall back now. 


Now, a word to the rest of v fou - those who elect to stand with uiind fight for Truth, Free- 
dom and Justice* 

There are several things you can do* First, look to the safety of yourself, your family and 
your friends, Take steps at once to protect yourself against the possibility of being hauled 
off to jail on “suspicion" if any “bombing" happens in your area, I suggest that you write - 
at once - to your police chief or sheriff and request that all Jewish synagogues in your area 
be put under 24-hour-per-day guard. Tell him that one was blown up in Atlanta - and that 
patriots were thrown into jail “on suspicion, " Explain the ADL to him - and tell him that 
you are in danger of being smeared as a suspect, because you know the facts about the ADL , 
and the other dangers facing America* We have already taken this step here in Newport 
News and it was reported in the newspapers* We have shown by our request for police pro- 
tection for the synagogues that if one is blown up It won't be us who did it. 

We urge you to take similar action at once* 

Another thing to do: Get to as many people as you can, at once, and cell them about this e- 
mergency situation. And don't tell just other patriots, either. If you can't reach people any 
other way, give a party this week and tell your guest6, Read this Report aloud to them, Do 
whatever you have to do but get this information into immediate circulation, Tomorrow will 
be too late! 


Something else: Write to Senator Herman Talmadge, Senate Office Building, Washington, 

D. C. , and also to your own Senators, requesting them to pay close attention to the trial of 
the Atlanta Five, We feel that these men are innocent of the charges made against them. We 
feel as we do because we know facts which have not been made available to you at this time. 
These facts will come to you shortly. But In the meantime, write or wire Sen, Talmadge 
and your own Senators, requesting a fair trial for the Atlanta Five, 

If Senator Talmadge and your own Senators can be shown that the eyes of Informed patriots 
are on Atlanta, the five men will come a lot nearer to getting a fair trial than they appear 
to be at the moment. 

Write, write, write Ml Start writing right now to your Congressmen and Senators to head off 
Congressman Walter's plan to brand you as a subversive * and also protest to your Congress- 
men and the Poet Office Department the outrageous suppression of Common Sense * It does 
not matter whether you or I agree with every word Common Sense has ever printed or not, 
There is the principle of freedom of the press at stake here. If we don't save that principle, 
we are all lost. 

And now, can you make a donation? 

If the Atlanta Five are to get the fair trial to which all people are entitled they will have to 
have lawyers and funds for their defense. We are confident that they cannot be condemned 
because we are convinced they are innocent - but they must have funds with which to defend 
themselves,

S,andy Springs, Georgia, The money you send will be used to pay the expenses of the Atlan- 
ta trials, And bear this In mind: Unless you help, the Atlanta Five will almost certainly 
not get a fair trial - because of lack of funds for defense.

We are in the front lines right now and it is almost impossible for us to take care 
of our usual correspondence. We are doing the best we can. 

Also, those of you who have been sending clippings and newspapers bearing on this struggle , 
thank you very much. And please continue to send theni. This is especially directed to those 
good friends in Washington, New York, California and Atlanta who are keeping us supplied 
with papers and clippings. Many thanks to you all and we’ll write when we can. 

To 100 CLUB MEMBERS: CLUB Reports must be suspended during this emergency. We will 
resume them when we can. In the meantime, please be understanding of the very grave pro- 
blems here and continue to make your usual monthly donations if you possibly can. 

May God bless and protect you,, fellow patriot, and we ask you to do whatever you can at this 
time, from prayer to financial support.

One is in Sherman, 
Texas, and the other in Union, New Jersey,/ People who desire 
"Common Sense" or other literature write directly to CONDE 
MC GINLEY for subscriptions or order the literature through 
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his various contacts throughout the country. ' COHDE MC GINLEY’s 
principal contacts who have handled many thousands of pieces 
of literature in the past, as well as handling the distribution 
of "Common Sense", are: 


The regular issue of "Common Sense" consists of 50,000 
copies, some of which are sent to individual subscribers and 
the balance mailed in bulk to the above named distributors, 
as well as other similar distributors throughout the U. S. 

A "hot" issue will have several reprintings and at times a 
single issue might have as many as a quarter of a million 
copies printed, as was the case of a recent issue, #305. 

In addition to income received from subscribers 
and distributors, as mentioned above, CONDE MC GINLEY receives 
money, both from established sources and anonymous donors. 

In the past, many wealthy individuals throughout the U. S. have, 
from time to time, given many thousands of dollars to CONDE 
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MC GINLEY to continue his operation. Two of the l argest 
contributo rs in recent year s have been | |of Sherma n.

"COMMON SENSE" 


The Committee on Un-American Activities in a 
report issued on December 17, 1954, characterized "Common 
Sense", which is published by the Education Association of 
Union, New Jersey, as a "hate group" vehicle, publishing 
"some of the most vitriolic hate propaganda ever to come to 
the attention of the Committee", According to the report, 
"Common Sense" depicts Communism as "Judaism" and devotes 
its pages almost exclusively to attacks on the Jewish, and, 
to a lesser extent, the Negro minorities in our nation. 
Sympathy for the former Nazi regime in Germany is also in- 
jected into this propaganda.
